PRESIDENT TAFT'S repeated denun- 


ciation jof. Colonel Roosevelt for "consort- 
ing with bosses" ill-becomes him for more 
reasons than one. And the principal one 
was succinctly expressed by Roosevelt when 
he declared last week that "When I work 
with the bosses it is on my terms and in 
the interest of the people, but ^hen Mr. 
Taft works with them he *orks on their 
terms and against Ihe interest of the peo- 
ple.'1

When Roosevelt nab Governor of New 


Yoik he sometimes fought the bosses and 
sometimes' worked with them, hut the net

ReoseveK worked with them .more often 
than against them, but whenever he worked 
with them it was to put through the splen- 
did program of legislation which stands 
today as one of the most valuable achieve- 
ments in the history of any administration.

for It today,

where more convincingly than in the his- 
tory of tariff legislation and of the Interior 
Department.

ciled in the White House Mr. Taft began 
working with the bosses to revise the tariff. 
He consulted Cannon and 
Aldrich and 


Payne and Hale and Crane and a few 
others of their school to obtain their views, 
and presto I 
the immediate effect was a 


right-about-face, and the American people 
awoke one morning to the spectacle ot 
their "progressive" President hand-in-glove 
with the staunchest crowd of tariff stand- 
patters in the couuhy. The rest is history.

and worked their way, in that memorable 
train" of events which included the dis- 
missal of Pmchot and the long continued 
letention of Bailinger in the'Cabinet. Boss 
Guggenheim needed Bailinger in that posi- 
tion to see that the Cunningham claims in 
Alaska were properly looked after.
